New Edict Does Not Interfere With 


Director General. 


Shanghai, Oct. 7.~Sir Robert Hart 
director-general of Chinese imperial 
customs ,has issued a circular tothe 
| foreign colony here saying that he has 
received assurance that his status 
j with regard to Chinese customs will 
not be changed and that he is satis- 
fied that there will be no undue in- 
terference with foreign control of cus- 
toms. 
| An imperial edict last May appointed 
| Tieh Leang to b2 superintendent of 
| customs affairs and it was believed 
| by the foreign legations that this would 
‘affect the status of Sir Robert Hart as 
all Chinese and foreigners in the em- 
ploy of the customs were placed under 
the control of the new head. The 
government of Great Britain immed- 
|iately protested that -this was a _ vio- 
lation of the agreement that the post of 
inspector of customs should be held 
by a British subject as long as the 
trade of Great Britain with China ex- 
| ceeded that of any other power. It 
| was also stated at the same time that 
the powers appeared disposed to unite 
| in objecting to the change. Despatch- 
es from Pekin and Hong Kong during 
the summer g¢aid that the Chinese gov- 
|} ernment wasorgan'z'ngacyustoms se2r- 
| vice at several ports, and that the re- 
establishment of the status of Sir 
| Robert Hart was necesSary in order 
to protect the interests of foreign bond 
| holders and insure the fair treatment 
of traders.

WESTERN OPTIMISM. 


‘ British Board of Trade Commissioner 
| Came, Saw and Was Concuered. 


Winnipeg, October 5 — Richardson 
Grigg, the commissioner sent to the 
Dominion by the British Board of 
Trade to investigate trade conditions 
and to enquire whether any steps 
could be taken to improve and _in- 
| crease the trade between the mother 
ij country and Canada, arrived in the 
icity yesterday, after completing his 
}tour of the west. 
| “The great and patent fagt regard- 
| ing the western portion of the Do- 
minion is,” he said, ‘‘that there is at 
the present time more opportunities 
for a larger number of people than in 
any other country in the world. The 
resources of the country are beyond 
the power of words to describe, and 
the people are inspired with un- 
quenchable optimism. What the 
spirit will lead to in the future it is 
easy in a general way to forsee. 

“We went through to Vancouver 
and Victoria and met the men _ of 
affairs in both cities. We went 
through the canneries of Vancouver, 
and found the operators face to face 
with a serious shortage of men, a con- 
dition which prevails throughout all 
parts of the western provinces. The 
question of labor is an acute one, and 
is the subject of much consideration 
at the hands of all who are interested 
in the development of the country. 

“Ail the interests of the province 
such as canning, lumbering and 
dairying, hop growing, fruit growing, 
etc., are in excellent condition, and 
the entire country is enjoying a high 


degree of prosperity. The possibili- 
ties of fruit growing would seem al- 
most limitless, and the area available 
for this purpose can readily be creat- 
ly increased by the introduction of 
simple methods of irrigation. I never 


Saw such magnificent fruit nor trees 
of a form so nearly perfect as in Bri- 
tish Columbia. 

“At Edmonton I joined the party 
of manufacturers, and observed that 
they had one and all been affects 1d by 
the optimism of the country, and had 
formed the most sanguine expecta- 
tions of its future.

WAGNER WON THE cup. 


| French Car Carried Off the Honore in 


the Vanderbilt Auto Race. 


Finish Line, Cup Course, Florida, 


Oct. 6—Louis Wagner, driving a 


French car, won the third race for the 
William K. Vanderbilt, Jr., cup, his 
time complete being 290m., 10 2-5e. 


Lancia, driving an Italian car, was 
second, in 293m, 28 4-Hs. 

Wagner is known as one of the most 
expert drivers in Europe. He first  at-
